High Grade Record 
Of Santa Ana J. C. 
Students Revealed 


University of California 


Makes Report 


According to University of Califor- 
nia records, both Berkeley and U. C. 


L. A., graduates of the Santa Ana; 
junior college who have entered 
these institutions have made an ex- 


ceptionally high record. Professor P. 


B. Fay, member of the admissions 
committee of the U. of C., expressed 
himself as being well pleased at the 
high standard of work that is being 
done by these graduates. 

Although the grade point ratio, 
which is figured by dividing the total 
of the grade points made by the 
number of units carried, revealed 
that the average of the California 
students was 1.8, as against 1.2 of 
the Santa Ana students, it must be 
kept in mind that the Santa Ana 
students were in an environment en- 
tirely new to them. In spite of the 
new problems that had to be over- 
come, of the 84 students who have 
entered U. of C. from this institu- 
tion in the three years ending Jan- 
uary 1, 1980, 74 per cent have made 
better than a “C’” average, which is 
the same percentage as the U. of C’s 
students, 

In other words, it was pointed out 
by McKee Fisk; dean of the Santa 
Ana junior college, students who 
take their first two years of work 
here and make a “‘C” average or bet- 
ter can hold their own against those 
students who take all of their work 
at the U. of C. 


leges doing work at the U. of C., 
while Santa Ana ranks eighth, out 
of the 30 schools, who have sent five 
or more students, in point of scholar- 
ship rating, only one of the seven 
ahead of Santa Ana sent more stu- 
dents to that institution, which 
means in effect that the average 
made by Santa Ana was more nearly 
a correct average, because it was 
the average of a larger number of 
students. Santa Ana ranks sixth in

the number of students sent and is 
surpassed by only one in this group 


‘in. point of scholarship.

MEMORIAL 
DAY 


Most every month of the year has 
one day which is celebrated through- 
out the state. In this month falls, 
“Memorial Day”, created in 1882 by 
John A. Logan, Commander in Chief, 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
With great hopes that the day would 
be kept from year to year, he issued 
general orders designating the pur- 
pose of decorating the graves of, the 
comrades who were killed in the war. 

But General Logan had only made 
official what had been a custom even 
before the close of the war. Women 
had early decorated the graves, first 
of their own dead, later of all sol- 
diers. 

Originally only the northern states 
celebrated May 30th, but before the 
close’ of the war this day was cele- 
brated in the southern states as 
well. In 1874. Rhode Island  desig- 
nated the day. In 1876, Vermont; in 
1877, New Hampshire; and by 1910 
all states and territories with the ex- 
ception of Alabama, Alaska, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina and Tennessee had 
set this day apart as a day in which 


to remember their soldiers dead.
